Dewey Predicts Early Peace. 
CABLE TO THE NEW YORE 

JOURNAL AND THB CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

Manila, March 20.— Admiral Dewey said 
today: I believe that the Tagalos insur- 
section is already breaking up. General 
Wheaton’s column could take Malolos, the 
insurgent capital, by a good dash. 

“The main part of the insurrection lies 
between Manila and Malolos. There is prac- 
tieally no opposition to the United States 
authority in the southern islands. The na- 
tives there hate the Tagalos and are really 
anxious to welcome us. 

“The strength of the enemy has been. 
greatly overestimated. The insurgents are 
finding out that in warfare, as in a great 
many other things, the power of money is 
almost irresistibie. 

“If the Spaniards put down an insurreo- 
tion here surely we can do the same. We 
are strong enough to hold these islands with- 
out foreign alliance. 

“With the Oregon, Iowa, Monterey, and 
Monadnock we could face any possible com- 
plication.” 

General Otis on the Defensive. 

General Otis asserts he was instructed 
Washington to assume the defensive 
ratified the peace | 
treaty. 

The theory is that all territory outsideoft 
Manila is Spanish territory, and Spain is 
tespeneible for all damage done to foreign 
property by the insurgents. 

Large claims have already been filed by 
foreigners for damages done to vested inter- 
ests. 

Although the recent movements of the 
army have been creditably accomplished 
they have been exaggerated in cabled re- 
ports to America to make people think de- 
clsive movements were being executed. 
Operations against the enemy continue to 
be extensive, but are merely defensive on 
Manila and the neighboring region.

Army Meets Difficulties, 

Hongkong, March 20.—A correspondent of 
the Associated Press at Manila says: 

“An army has seldom operated ,under 
harder conditions than have been encoun- 
tered by the American flying bridade.’ The 
country the American troops have traversed 
is intersected with lagoons, narrow and un- 
fordable rivers, and bamboos so thick that 
the enemy cannot be seen a hundred feet 
distant. 

During the charges the Americans were 
ignorant as to whether they were attacking 
@ hundred or a thousand rebels, which 
amazes the foreign observers. The Fillip- 
inos were unexpectedly fierce at Cainta. Had 
it not been for the fact that the American 
line was thin the enfilading fire would have 
slaughtered many of our men.

VICTING OF GUBAN | 


THREE HAVANA POLICE KILLED 
BY LAWLESS ELEMENT. 


Attack on Saturday and Sunday Be- 
lieved to Have Been Inspired by a 
Band of Notorious Criminale—Civil 
Force Stands Higher in Public E- 
teem—Former Rough Rider Shoots 
a Cuban Major—Native Soldiers 
Kidnap Spanish Guerrillas. |

Havana, March 20.—The exhibitions of 

lawlessness which for the last two days have 
shocked the city’s growing sense of order 
and security proved a fierce trial to the new- 
ly organized Havana police. Three police 
and five civilians are dead, and fifteen police 
and sixty others wounded. 

The mettle of the force was put to a test 
to which public opinion had scarcely thought 
it equal, and as a result General Menocal’s 
bluecoats stand higher today in popular es- 
timation than would have been fancied pos- 
sible after the flascos committed in at- 
tempting to suppress the anti-Assembly 
demonstrations a week ago. 

It is believed that the attack on the police 
was inspired by certain notorious criminals, 
known as Nanigos, who have recently been 
repatriated from Spanish prisons, but what- 
ever the cause the assault is accepted here 
as showing the need of a prompt curtail- 
ment of the privileges of carrying arms, and 
the enforcement of some examples of sever- 
ity of a more wholesome respect for the po- 
lice. 

On Saturday night and yesterday, how- 
ever, the bluecoats showed that they could 
face fire,and their losses in the San Jose riot 
from an ambuscade attack showed decided 
courage under trying circumstances. 

In this street fight seven officers, includ- 
ing the Lieutenant in charge, were severely 
wounded. Four officers were slightly 
wounded outside the San José dance hall. 


Wholesale Arrests Made. 

Wholesale arrests have been made, and 
the criminal elements will be forced to real- 
ize that the approach of political freedom 
is not to be taken as the signal for a general 
contempt of public order. 

The abandonment of the upper Prado by 
the Tenth Infantry is a visible sign of the 
relaxing grip on the city of the American 
military occupation. In that part of the 
Prado whitch widens into the Central Park 
workmen were busy today removing from 


its pedestal the statue of Queen Isabela II., 


which for many years has dominated that 
sun-swept plaza. 

Postmaster General Smith has devoted 
most of the last two days to the inspection 
of the Department of Posts. Tomorrow he 
will breakfast with General Brooke at Ve- 
dado, and on Wednesday he will visit Ma- 
tanzas as the guest of General Wilson, com- 
manding that city and province.

Rough Rider Shoots a Cuban.

Havana, March 20.—Emil Cassin, former 
chief trumpeter in ‘Roosevelt’s Rough 
Riders and long a resident in the United 


Cuban army at the Hotel Inglaterra this 
evening.

Cassin, dressed in plain clothing, hap- 


pened to be seated with friends at a table 


in the Café Inglaterra., A row was started 


outside and he went to separate the com- 


batants, one of whom refused to obey him 
Cassin, who showed his 


The man—the Major In question—refused 
to surrender, and Cassin shot him, wound- 
ing him in the legs. 

American Troops Interfere. 

The Major staggered to the café next door, 

Cassin following, pistol in hand. At this 


juncture the American patrol of the Eighth 


Infantry entered and ordered Cassin‘to put 
up his pistol. The latter refused and one 
of the patrol, in an attempt to shoot Cas- 
sin, severely wounded a bystander. 


The police then cleared the streets of the 


agitated crowd, looking on, and momentarily 
expecting a general shooting affray. 

Emil Cassin is the Rough Rider trumpeter | 
who accompanied Governor Roosevelt on 
his campaign tour through New York State 
last autumn. He is an Italian by descent 
and has led a life of adventure, among other 
exploits having been a soldier in the war be- 
tween China and Japan. 

Spanish Guerrillas Kidnaped. 

Fifty Cuban soldiers from Marianao be- 
longing to the command of General Rodri- 
guez, kidnaped three former Spanish guer- 
rillas, employés of the Toledo plantation, on 
Saturday, and took them into the bush, 
where the prisoners were maltreated, and, it 
is supposed; one was killed. The other two, 
who were slashed with machetes, were res- 
cued by a detachment of the * 1 
Regiment. 

Three of the 


Cubans were arrested, 


charged with murder. The Cubans set fire 


to the plaptation in five places on Satur- 
day night, but Major Russell B. Harrison, 
the Provost Marshal, and a party of horse- 
men, put out the fires and captured several 
of the Cubans.

GREETED BY REED. 


President and Speaker Meet on the 
Former's Arrival at Jekyl

Brunswick, Ga., March 20.—[Special.]— 
President and Mrs. McKinley, Vice Presi- 
dent Hobart, Mrs. Hobart, Senator Hanna, 
Mise Phelps, and Assistant Secretary 
Cortelyou arrived from Thomasville at 2:20 
today on a special Plant system train com- 
posed of baggage, smoking, and parlor cars. 

The train was stopped within one block of 
the plier, and as the President stepped from 


the train 3,000 people, whites and blacks, as- 


sembled on the neighboring wharves, gave 
a mighty cheer. 

At the train to meet the party were Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss, ex-Secretary of the Interior, 
who is the President's host at Jekyl; James 
A. Scrimser, President of the Central and 
South American railroad; Joseph Stickney, 
coal mine magnate; Thomas Nelson Page, 
the author; Mayor Atkinson of Brunswick, 
Judge Crovatt, attorney for the Jekyl Island 
club; and Henry J. Dunn, Collector of Cus- 
toms. 

The revenue cutter Colfax, which was or- 
dered from Savannah to transport the party, 
was alongside the wharf, and Captain J. C. 
Mitchell and other officers in full dress uni- 
forms awaiting the distinguished passen- 
gers. By request of the President the salute 
of twenty-one guns was not fired. 

As the Colfax moved down the bay the 
vessele of all nationalities showed their 
colors, three Spanish vessels at the wharves 
dipping theirs also. 

The run to Jekyl was made in thirty min- 
utes, and the ideal weather made the trip 
delightful, 

Speaker Reed, some club members, and 
a score of pretty girle in summer frocks 
were at the water's edge to greet the Pres- 
idential party. The big Speaker's attitude 
was characteristic, his hands behind his 
back, and his head th back and up- 
turned. When the President walked ashore 
Mr. Reed smilingly raised his hat and said:

‘Series of Meeting to Celebrate the Fif- 


tieth Anniversary of the Beloit 
Presbyterian.

Presbyterian Church of thie city is celebrat- 
ing the fiftieth anniversary of its founding 
in a series of meetings and festivities. The 
celebration began Sunday, with a memoria] 
address by the Rev. Dr. Brown of this city. 
The history of the church involves the early 
settlement and growth of Beloit from the 
days of the Black Hawk war. 

The first movement toward forming a 
Presbyterian society was taken on March 9, 
1849, when the population of the town was 
1,687 persons, and the organization of the 
church was completed on March 19 ofthe 
same year with forty-six members. The 
church rolls contain the names of 1,181 per- 
sons, of whom 320 are at present active 
members of the church. Of these fourteen 
have entered the ministry. The present pas- 
tor is the Rev. T. T. Creswell.

surviving founders of the church—David 
Merrill, Dr. E. N. Clark, and Beman Clark.

IIIness Brief and Severe. 

Washington, D. C., March 20.— [Special. 
John Sherman, who is reported to be dying of 
pneumonia on board the American liner 
Paris off Kingston, Jamaica, has been 111 
only a short time. He left New York three 
‘weeks ago with an excursion party to make 
a tour of the West Indies. When he arrived 
at Ponce, Porto Rico, on Wednesday of last 
week, he was entertained by General Fred 
Grant, and caught a cold. It was not con- 
sidered serious until Thursday, when pneu- 
monia of the most pronounced type set in. 

The patient held out well until today, when 
his condition became so serious that it was 
feared he would not live through the night. 
Several days ago he requested that a gov- 
ernment ship be placed at his disposal, and 
Secretary Long immediately directed the 
cruiser Chicago to proceed to St. Pierre to 
meet the Paris and bring the sick man home. 
There was some delay on the part of the 
Chicago in reaching St. Pierrre, and it was 
ordered to Kingston. Secretary Hay direet- 
ed Congeul Dent at Kingston to render what 
228 he could to the distinguished suf- 

erer. 

The aged statesman is accompanied by his 
nephew, Colgate Hoyt, who has kept General 
Miles, who is also a relative by marriage, 
advised of his condition. Nothing but the 
press dispatches has been received to- 
night by the family, however, who are anx- 
lously waiting to hear of his condition. 


Mrs. Sherman Not Informed. 

One of the saddest features of Secretary 
Sherman's illness is the fact that Mrs. 
Sherman, who recently suffered an attack of 
paralysis, is kept in ignorance of her hus- 
band’s condition. She has only partially re- 
covered from the stroke, and is still unable 
to speak, although conscious of what is 
going on around her. It is feared that if the 
news of Mr. Sherman's critical condition is 
given her she will not survive it, as she i 
still quite weak. 

When Mr. Sherman announced his inten- 
tion to visit the West Indies his friends and 
relatives tried to disquade him, but he would 

ot listen to their advice and pleadings. Mr. 
‘was oppised to the war, ari- 
nounced he would write a book telling of his 
retirement from the Senate and the Cabinet, 
and his side of the Spanish war. Heintend- 
ed to visit Cuba later, and while there collect 
some data for his new book. 


NINE DAYS IN A SEALED BOX. 


Experiment to Determine the 
Needs of Man Conducted at 
‘Middletown. 


Middletown, Conn., March 20.—[Special.]— 
Shut up in a scientific box, breathing air 
that is pumped into him, eating meals that 
are served to him in pellets through a tube, 
E. Osterberg is today living an absolutely 
scientific life. Tomorrow he will be let out 
of the sealed box in v he has lived for 
nine days. 

Osterberg is the — of the chemical 
laboratory of the Orange Judd Hall of 
Natural Sciences of the Wesleyan Univer- 
sity here, and he has offered himself as a 
sacrifice on the altar of science for the pur- 
pose of aiding in the discovery of the nutri- 
tive value of foods. The experiment is 
being conducted by Professor W. O. At- 
water, professor of chemistry in the Wes- 
leyan University. 

Osterberg’s sealed house Is called a respira- 
tion calorimeter and is the invention of 
Professor Atwater. The professor wishes to 
know just what quantity of work and heat 
can be gotten out of common foods when 
fed to the human engine. 

At the conclusion of the experiment Pro- 
fessor Atwater expects to know how far a 
man ought to ride a bicycle on one egg, just 
how hot a glass of whisky makes his body, 
how much water he needs while at work, and 
just what amount of strength he derives 
from beef, sugar, alcohol, and starch.

Pittsburg Manufacturers on Their Way 
to Chicago for Arrangement 
of Details.

CHINA’S RELATIONS WITH ITALY. 


Peking Representative in Rome Will 
See King Humbert Today—Tsung- 
li-Yamen’s Apologies. 


Rome, March 20.—Admiral Canevaro, Ital- 
lan Minister of Foreign Affairs, today re- 
turned the visit of the Chinese Minister, Sir 
Chih-Chen, with whom he had a prolonged 
interview yesterday, presumably regarding 
the Italian demand for a concession at San- 
Mun Bay.

WINDSOR HOTEL, 
List of Known Victims in the New 
York Horror Augmented by Twe 
and Possibly Three Persone—Peolice 
Diseredit the Theory That the Dis- 
aster Was the Work of Thieves 
Walls Ne Longer a Menace to th 
Workmen.

New York, March 20.—[Special.]—The 
search of the ruins of the Windsor Hotel for 
bodies of the victims of the disaster was con- 
tinued today with increased energy. One 
body was found just before 10 o'clock and 
sent to the morgue at Bellevue. It was 
merely a trunk, the head and parts of the 
limbs having been burned away. 

Just before 12 o’clock parts of the limbs 
of a body which may have belonged to 
the trunk of the one discovered an hour 
earlier were unearthed. | 

Some of those who went to the morgue 
said they thought the body was that of 
Frederick Leland, a cousin of Warren F. 
Leland, who was employed in the wine- 
room. 

Another body was found near the center of 
the ruins on the Fifth avenue side at 11 
o'clock. The body was evidently that of a 
woman. It was as badly eharred as the 
other, the head and limbs being burned 
away. A corset steel was found imbedded in 
the side. A small plain gold ring with no 
inscription upon it and a part of a kid glove 
were found near the body. This body was 
also sent to the morgue. 

On the body were found parts of a black 
sergo jacket and of a black silk skirt. On 
the jacket was a button covered with black 
silk, on which was the mark W. K. &

33 K Wanner is sald to be the boss of the 
poolroom adjoining Powers & O' Brien's sa- 
loon. Oxygen was at a high premium and 
the crowd was frequently forced out on to 
the sidewalk. Printed cards giving the odds 
were hung in a row on the blackboard for 
the study of 800 men and youths. 

The place at 98 Randolph street is fitted 
up with partitions of pine boards and nearly 
a hundred men were present in the after- 
noon. * Bud White is said to be the pro- 
prietor of this latest addition to the list of 
down-town poolrooms.

‘HEED ALTGELD’S THREAT 


| 


DISTURBERS OF HIS MEETING - 
LENCED BY THE EX-GOVERNOR. 


| After Repeated Interruptions of His 
Speech at 5127 State Street the In- 
dependent Candidate for Mayor 
Tells the Disorderly Men They Will 

‘Be Thrown Out—Declares They Are 
City Hall Employes—Talke of Mu- 
micipal Ownership and Harrison. 


ALTGELD MEETINGS TONIGHT. 
Aurora Turner Hall, Huron street and Mil- 
waukee avenue—Speakers: John P. Altgeld and 
other candidates. 


John P. Altgeld addressed 2,000 people last 
night at Skeele’s Hall, 5127 State street. He 
was interrupted several times by a crowd of 
men in the rear, who talked loudly, keeping 
tho rest of the audience from hearing, After 
Mr. Altgeld had demanded quiet two or three 
times, informing the audience that the dis- 
turbers were a bunch of City Hall em- 
ployés, the repeated interruptions became 
unbearable and he announced if the noise oc- 
curred again he would have the men thrown 
out. This threat brought silence. 

Many ‘persons in the audience were street 
car men, who seemed to listen with interest 
to his arguments for municipal ownership 
of the street railways. The friends of the 
ex-Governor were most plentiful in the front 
part of the hall, and they did most of the 
cheering. The others, however, gave him 
close attention. 

“I have noticed one thing in connection 
with my meetings from the north limits of 
the city to the southern extremity.“ he said. 
There is almost an entire absence of the 
ward heeler and pay-roll loafer. The major 
portion of my audiences has been made up 
of substantial business-men and the laboring 
men of the community, whose brain and 
muscle go to the making of this great city.”’ 

He referred to the platforms adopted by the 
Republicans and the Harrison Democrats 
in connection with the street car franchises 
and said examination would show that both 
were practically the same. 


Offers Lower Car Fares. 

Both ask you to keep the burden on your 
backs for all your life and tax your children 
for twenty years,“ he said.» ‘‘ Ioffer you a 
four-cent fare by next July, if elected, and 
eventually a three-cent fare. A reduction 
of one cent meane almost 530 a year to the 
average family. Would you rather have this 
in your own pocket or turn it pver in the 
form of compensation to that gang which 
now infests the City Hall? Twenty years 
ago the street car companies sold twenty- 
five tickets for $1, when their expenses were 
twice what they are now. They could, if 
they would, give you a three-cent fare justly 
and equitably at the present time, but they 
will not. .Carter and Harrison both tell you 
to be patient and maybe they will be ableto 
get something for your grandchildren in 
about twenty years. 

Ot course we will need some legislation 
at Springfield, and we cannot get it as long 
as Tanner is in the chair, but, my friends, 
he will not be there after next year. The 
city must move right on toward municipal 
ownership. It is not an experiment. Over 
100 cities throughout the world have tested 
it and found it to be the proper thing. Mu- 
nicipal ownership means shorter hours for 
the employés and more wages. 

How can you trust the promises of an 
administration which can boast of every 
scheme the ingénuity of man has ferreted 
out to rob the Preasury and despoil the tax- 
payer? I have tried to get copies of pay 
rolls, but have had a hard time of it. They 
are locked up at the City Hall and guarded 
by detectives. But I have managed to get 
the pay rolls of the water pipe extension de- 
partment for this district for Swift's admin- 
istration and Harrison's administration. 


Comparison of Pay Rolls. 

„ Swift was accused of having stuffed pay 
rolls, but his administration is angelic by 
the side of the present monstrosity.

TO PASS THE ANTI-PASS BILL. 


Wisconsin Assembly Changes Front on 
the Measure Rejected Last 
Week. 


Madison, Wis., March 20.—[Special.}—The 
Assembly tonight unanimously voted to re- 
refer the anti-pass bill, which last week was 
refused a third reading, to the Rallway com- 
mittee, with instructions to report tomor- 
row. The committee’s report will be favor- 
able, and the bill will doubtless pass and 
the Governor sign it. This change of dis- 
position ‘on the part of the Assembly is due 
to the fear that no anti-pass legislation 
would be enacted at this session. 

The measure prohibits the use of railway 
passes and express and telegraph franks by 
any public official. The penalty is a fine of 
from $200 to $500. The joint resolution for 
a constitutional amendment with an office 
forfeiture clause against passes is tied up 
in the Senate with an adverse committee 


report. 

Among the important bills passed tonight 
by the Assembly were the Hall measure, 
providing for the use of voting machines in 
judicial elections; the Dresser measure, ap- 
propriating $6,500 for a State park in St. 
Croix County; the McDonald measure, ap 
propriating $5,000 for a. monument at Lan- 
caster for Governor Nelson Dewey, and the 
Keene measure raising the age of consent 
to 18 years.

SPEAKERS DENOUNCE MAYOR HAR- 
, RISON TO CONGREGATIONAL CLUB.

Moral Iseues of the Municipal Cam- 
paign Are Discussed Before That 
‘Body by Newton A, Partridge, Sig- 
mund Zeisler, E. Burritt Smith, and 
N. 8. Patton—All Agree in Declaring 
‘the Present City Adminictration 
Detrimental to Good Government.

Campaign” was Present Municipal 


the theme discussed at the 
March meeting of the Chicago Congrega- 
tional club at the Palmer House last night, 
and without exception the speakers pro- 
nounced themselves in favor of Zina R. 
Carter and against Mayor Harrison. They 
were Newton A. Partridge, Sigmund Zeisler, 
John H. Hamline, and Edwin Burritt Smith. 

It was principally because of the course 
the administration of Mayor Harrison has 
pursued with reference to the civi] service 
law that he was denounced. The speakers 
declared that by far the greatest moral issue 
involved in the campaign was that affecting 
this question, and that from the beginning 
of his administration down to the present 
time the Mayor had sought in every possi- 
ble way to nullify and assassinate the law. 

“I feel that any man who stands in the 
way of the civil service law has got to be 
run over,“ said John II. Hamline, and 
there can be no doubt in the minds of any 
one familiar with the course of,events that 
Carter Harrison for the last two years has 
stood in the way of and attempted to block 
and assassinate civil service reform.“ The 
200 people present applauded this state- 
ment vigorously. 

The Rev. J. F. Loba, President of the 
club, presided. Before the speaking began 
a resolution was adopted instructing the 
Executive committee of the club to extend 
an invitation to foreign delegates to the 
international conference, to be held In Bos- 
ton in September, to visit Chicago and accept 
the hospitalities of the club. 


Says Zina R. Carter Is Sound. 


Mr. Partridge, who was the first speaker, 
discussed the street railroad franchise 
question at greater length than civil service. 
He gave Mayor Harrison credit for the posi- 
tion he has assumed during the last two 
years, but asserted that Zina R. Carter 
had been clearly identified on the side of 
the people and against the corporations. 
Referring to the work done by the Civico 
Federation committee, which investigated 
the facts relating to the street railroads of 
Chicago, he said: 

No member of that committee showed a more 
intelligent and ready comprehension of the ques- 
tions involved and the different propositions and 
provisions discussed than Zina R. Carter. I be- 
lieve his attention must have been drawn to the 
subject while he was in the City Council or he 
would not have the qualifications he 
then evinced. I know that his position on the 
entire franchise problem was recognized by us 
all as sound and p ive, and that he had 
definite and intelligent views, to which he held 
with a good deal of tenacity. Indeed, he was 
one of the more radical among us in opposition to 
terms longer than twenty years. 


Views of Sigmund Zeisler., 


Sigmund Zeisler. the next speaker, after 
a brief reference to the street railroad ques- 
tion, which he did not regard as being now at 
issue to any great extent, said a leading 
moral issue was the question of nullification, 
or preservation of the civil service system, 
in Chicago. 

Mayor Harrison’s course on the street 
railway question,’ he said, is, of course, 
to be commended, but I am not sure but. 
that it had for its real purpose the divert- 
ing of public attention from his designs on, 
the civil service law. 

I need not tell you,“ he continued, that 
the civil service law is the corner stone of 
all municipal reforms. It is the necessary 
foundation for all good government, and 
when it is assailed the best and dearest in- 
terests of the people are threatened.”’ 


John H. Hamline’s Address. 

Mr. liamline said the great moral issue of 
the campaign was civil service reform, and 
arraigned Mayor Harrison’s administration 
for having done everything in its power to 
kill it. He said: 

It is your duty, as it is the duty of every 
man having the well being of the city at 
heart, to cast aside party prejudices, the 
associations of church, and the promptings 
of nationality, and join hands in teaching 
not only the present administration but all 
future Mayors that any tampering with the 
civil service law means the political annihi- 
lation of the party perpetrating it.“ 

Address by Edwin Burritt Smith. 

Edwin Burritt Smith, after speaking of 
the bright prospects of a further improve- 
ment in the Council at the approaching elec- 
tion, in substance said: 

Mayor Harrison from the first has been an ar- 
gressive and open enemy of the civil service law. 
It has been the persistent aim of his administration 
to destroy this only hope of good or even decent 
municipal administration in Chicago. For two 
years he has used the public funds and the utmost 
power of the city government in a persistent fight 
before the Supreme Court to have this law de- 
clared unconstitutional and void. 

Last fall: the Democratic county convention 
viclently attacked the civil service law and de- 
manded its repeal. Two bills for its repeal, intro- 
duced by Democratic members from Cook County, 
are today pending before the Legislature at 
Springfield. 

Under th circumstances and with this record 
the men who controlled the Democratic conven- 
tion of last October caused the city convention, 
which met last week, to renominate Mayor Har- 
rizon. to adopt a platform in which it is brazenly 
asserted that the entire city government is 
under a fair and impartial administration of the 
statutory merit system.“ and by which the Demo- 
cratic party of Chicago is solemnly pledged ‘* to 
the strict and honest enforcement of this law.“ 

It is amazing that anybody who knows the 
facts should be so easily taken in.

VOTERS MUST REGISTER TODAY 


Poll Books in Every Precinct Will Be 
Open from 8 O'Clock This Morn- 
ing Until 9 Tonight. 


Registration books will be opened in every 
voting precinct of the city at 8 o’clock this 
morning and not closed until 9 o'clock to- 
night. No man can vote on election day 
unless he is registered. Those who placed 
their names on the books last fall are safe 
unless they have moved to another locality 
since then. Such as have changed their 
place of residence must register in the pre- 
cinct where they now live. : 

Young men who have come of age within 
the last six months must register if they 
expect to vote. Men who failed to perform 
this duty last fall must attend to it today if 
they want to vote. 

Chairman Eckhart of the Republican Cam- 
paign committee estimates there are be- 
tween 50,000 and 60,000 voters who are not 
registered. The canvass shows there are 
1,750 in the Twelfth Ward. Most of these 
have located there since last fall. About 
800 of them are known to be Republicans.

A majority of 
the others declared for Harrison, and more 
than 200 favored Altgeld. The Republicans 
and the Civic federation will do everything 
possible to prevent fraudulent registration.

TWO FIGHTS AT LAREDO. 


MEXICANS RESIST THE AUTHORITIES 
AND SHOOTING ENSUES. 


Captain Rogers Wounded and a Lead- 
er of Rioters Killed@—A Sister of 
Dead Man Fires at Troops and Is 
Wounded—Captain Ayers Arrives 
with Detachment of Cavalry and 
Order Is Restored—Filling the Pest- 
houses. 


Laredo, Tex., March 20.— [Special. I— The 
threatened conflict between a mob of Mex- 
icans and a force of State rangers at Laredo 
took place today. There were two fights. 

Captain Rogers of the State troops was 
shot through the shoulder, the wound being 
serious. A leader of the Mexican mob was 
killed outright, and many participants on 
that side were wounded. Agapito Herrera, 
the dead Mexican, was formerly a policeman 
in Laredo. His family is a prominent one. 

United States troops have arrived, and are 
now in charge of the town: The work of 
removing the sick to hospitals is going on, 
and the authorities believe they are mastér 
of the situation. 

The order to move troops to the scene 
caused the outbreak today. When it became 
known that the United States troops were 
coming Dr. Blunt, the State health officer, 
felt perfectly safe to proceed with his work, 
believing the moral effect would influence 
the people to submit. So early this morning 
he ordered the work of removing patients re- 
sumed. About 9 o'clock Deutz Bros. re- 
ceived a telephone order for a large quantity 
of buckshot to be delivered to a certain 
house in the southeastern portion of the 
city, but Instead of filling the order the au- 
thorities were notified and given the loca- 
tion where the delivery was to be made. A 
search warrant was immediately issued and 
placed in the hands of Sheriff Ortiz, who, 
with Captain Rogers and two rangers and a 
policeman, proceeded to the place to insti- 
tute a search for weapons and ammunition. 


Shooting of Captain Rogers. 


On approaching the house they were met 
by Herrera, who told the officers not to fear 
anything, as they (the people in the house) 
meant no harm. He then took Sheriff Ortiz 
to one side and began to talk to him. A boy 
was observed standing at the gateway of 
the house. Captain Rogers was on the alert, 
and in a few moments a signal was given 
by the boy, who then ran back into the yard. 
Captain Rogers and companions drew their 
pistols and stood in the gateway. The in- 
mates rushed out and began firing, which 
was returned by the officers. At this junc- 
ture Captain Rogers was shot through the 
right shoulder. Reinforcements hurried to 
thescene. Herrera ran out to the street with 
a Winchester rifle and met his death after 
firing three shots. It its said he wounded 
Captain Rogers. A sister of Herrera fired 
at the troops when he was killed. She was 
shot in the arm. The Mexicans then fled. 
Captain Rogers, though wounded, undertook 
to capture one of the inmates who made his 
exit from the house. At this time the Sheriff 
and accompanying officers retired and re- 
ported to Mayor Christien and State Health 
Officer Blunt of the resistance offered, and 
immediately Captain Ayers was called on 
for assistance. | 

‘United States Cavalry Arrives. 

At 11 o'clock a company of the Tenth 
Cavalry arrived at Market place, with City 
Marshal Barthelow at their head, followed 


by a 45-caliber gatling gun, with 2,000 
rounds of ammunition and a hospital ambu- 


gun was placed in position, aiming west 
in Grant street, one block from the house 
where the trouble started: Captain Ayers 
moved on up to the house and halied direct- 
ly in front, his men ready for action.

RACE AT NEW ORLDANS, 

Hits Performance Is in Striking Con- 
trast to His Showing Last Saturday 
—Stewards Decide the Question of 
Who Is Entitled to Jockey 0’Con- 
nor’s Services in the Big Crescent 
City Event—He Will Ride Hardy 
Pardee—Results at Oakland. 


New Orleans, La., March 20.—[Special.]— 
King Barleycorn’s race in a one-mile event 
for 3-year-olds today was in striking con- 
trast with that which he ran on Saturday. 
Today the bookmakers were willing to bet 
even money that he would sulk and be 
beaten home by one of an indifferent bunch 
of his own age. But he did not sulk, and the 
race was therefore only a romp for him. 

Elmer S., another Derby candidate, carry- 
ing one pound more than King Barleycorn, 
opened up a lead of two lengths going the: 
first half, but quit at the three-quarters. 

King Barleycorn came away when O’Con- 
nor let him down. He was going along easy 
by himself when Prince McClurg came ‘o 
him at the sixteenth pole. O'Connor let out 
another wrap, and slipping away, King 
Barleycorn won as he pleased. Elmer S. 
finished eight lengths back of the second 
horse, and thé others were strung out fora 
hundred yards. 

Tabouret, who was an odds-on favorite in 
the opening dash of six and one-half fur- 
longs, finished unplaced. When the race 
was over it was found that she was so badly 
cut down that she had to be taken dtrectly 
to the stable. Even with good racing luck 
it is doubtful if she would have won. 

The race was one of the most remarkable 
run at the meeting. Merry Day went out 
and, running the first three-eighths in :35, 
was first at the half by three lengths in 
47%. He maintained his advantage to the 
stretch, having reached the three-quarters 
in 1:14%. There the pace began to tell on 
him, and he was beaten ont in a driye by a 
head by Guide Rock, while Lady Callahan 
and Tabouret were closing on him from be- 
hind, The time, 1:21%, for six and a half 
furlongs is a record for the track this sea- 
son. 

The stewards today settled the dispute 
over O’Connor’s services in the Derby by 
assigning Daly's boy to ride Hardy Pardee. 
It was shown that J. H. McAvoy had en- 
gaged O’Connor in the middie of January. 
Daly must have forgotten this when he 
promised him to Ed Heffner to ride King 
Barieycorn, The latter will be intrusted te 
Jockey Knapp. Word was received here to- 
day from Memphis that Schorr's crack 4- 
year-old, Lieber Karl, had hurt himself in 
his work and will be thrown out of training. 

Kentucky Colonel, Queen of Song, and 
Jolly Roger, who have been trained at Mem- 
phis for the Crescent City Derby, will be 
shipped here tomorrow night or Wednesday 
morning. George C. Bennett's candidate, 
Hittick, who is being fitted up at the local 
track, went the Derby route, one and one- 
eighth miles, in 1:55% in his work. He will 
be ridden by Van Dusen.

wise, and it will give him due credit for 
such practical discoveries as he may ulti- 


fully charged field of inductive force. Mr. 
Tesla claims that the body of a person 
may be subjected without danger to elec- 
trical pressures vastiy in excess of any 
producible by ordinary apparatus, for they 
amount to several million volts, as has been 
shown in actual practice.” 

Admitting this part of the discovery, 
which is wonderful enough, it still remains 
extremely doubtful whether a current that 
is harmless to the tissues could at the same 
time kill disease germs in the body. The 
instantaneous cleaning of the skin by plac- 
ing a person in the vicinity of intense elec- 
trical oscillations is a reasonable sugges- 
tion made by Mr. Tesla in his address. 
The further claim that all the microbes in 
the system can be killed by the same means 
is apparently made by irresponsible ad- 
mirers of the inventor rather than by him- 
self, and in any case it is much too sweep- 
ing a statement to deserve acceptance,

in Bolivia. About one-sixth of the popula- 
tion of Lima, the capital of Peru, are Euro- 
pean immigrants. Italians carry on the 


greater part of the small retail trade, while 


some of the most prominent wholesale deal- 
ers are Englishmen and Germans, and about 
25,000 foreigners live in Peru. The great 
need of the country is labor. No country 
produces finer sugar than her narrow coast 
strip, but labor in the cane flelds is costly 


and inefficient. The finest part of the coun- 


try stretches along the upper waters of the 
Amazon on the eastern slope of the Andes, 
a region of rich soil and healthful and tem- 
perate climate, where Europeans are able 
to engage in field work. This region has lit- 
tle development as yet. 

Chile has grown in population. more rap- 
idly than any other Andine region. There 
are about 100,000 foreigners in the country, 
but the annual immigration is small, though 
steadily encouraged by the government. 
Vast stretches of good land still await the 
farmer, and considerable colonies, chiefly 
Germans and Swiss, have settled in the 
southern provinces. Of late years the Ital- 


bids fair to be commensurate with her vast 
resources, and newcomers from over the 
sea will be a mighty factor in the results 
achieved. Already there are over 1,000,000 
foreigners in the republic, a third of whom 
live in the City of Buenos Ayres, and the 
census of 1895 showed that the total popu- 
lation of the State had more than doubled 
in twenty-six years. which is commensurate 
with our own enormous growth in the most 
flourishing period of immigration into our 
country. 

With its salubrious climate and fertile soil 
Paraguay cannot always remain stagnant 
for lack of labor to turn its resources to ac- 
count. Over 30,000.600 people live in Italy, 
whose area is about the same as that of 
Paraguay, where searcely 800,000. persons 
have their homes. It is a land that grows 
English vegetables as well as coffee, large 
crops of maize, and the finest timber, and 
now that stable government has succeeded 
the days of revolution and turmoil the way 
of the republic to wealth and power should 
not be doubtful. 

Ever since Brazil emancipated her slaves 
in 1889 the labor problem has been of the 
first importance, and the government has 
tried to solve it by promoting immigration. 
The climate of the southern States of 
Parana, Santa Catharina, Rio Grande do 
Sul, and Sao Paulo makes them more suita- 
ble than any other part of Brazil for settle- 
ment by Europeans. Here the most suc- 
cessful colonies have been planted, and Mr. 
Beaumont of the British Legation at Rio 
de Janeiro, who has recently returned from 
Paran& and Santa Catharina, sayg that he 
was much impressed by their air of pros- 
perity. About 50,000 Poles, Austrians, and 
Italians are settled in the ninety-three cen- 
ters of colonization in Paran&. In Santa 
Catharina German influence is paramount, 
and the 50,000 Germans there export a large 
amount of produce, chiefly agricultural. In 
Rio Grande do Sul the foreign colonists 
three years ago numbered 108,000, and over 
1,000,000 immigrants have entered Brazil 
since 1871. 

The pastoral country of Uruguay has at- 
tracted about 100,000 immigrants in eighteen 
but labor is still scarce, for with 
growing population more lands are taken up. 
Venezuela has recently concluded arrange- 
ments which, it is expected, will bring many 
Italian farmers to the country. The facts 
given here are sufficient to show that the 
Southern republics are gradually gaining 
the population which they need to increase 
or develop their prosperity. A study of the

The feat- 
res of this bill, which was created express- 
ly for his term of office, were made the basis 
of the general municipal incorporation act 
of the State, under which, with later amend 
ments, the City of Chicago is still operating. 

Among the good things accomplished by 
administration of Mayor Medill was the 
complete divorcement of the Fire depart- 
ment from politics, and a similar temporary 
divyorcement of the Police ent there- 
from, and the establishment of the Chicago 
Public Library. 

“In Mr. Medill, as a public-spirited citi- 
gen, ami the directing genius of a great 
néewepaper, and an important political 
tor, the City of Chicago has had a valuable 
and devoted champion of its best tnterests. 

“As citizens of Illinois we would recog- 
nize the great service which he rendered to 
our State asa member of the constitutional 
convention which framed the constitution 
of 1870. The principle of minority repre- 
sentation by Senatorial districts, and many 
other features of the constitution, are

SENN TO TESTIFY TODAY. 


COURT OF INQUIRY WILL BEAR HBTs 
VIEWS ON ARMY BERT. 


Body Adjourns at Noon Till This ven- 
ing, Being Convinced, Apparently, 
of the Unfitnessyot the Canned Prod- 
uct for Rations—Col. D. Jack Fos- 
ter and Other Illinois Volunteers 
Are Questioned—Arthur Meeker to 
Be Asked Name of Armour’s Agent. 


— 


As a tacit admission of conviction that 
sufficient proof of the unfitness of canned 
roast beef as a ration had been submitted 
in evidence before it, the Presidential court 
of inquiry into the Miles charges, which re- 
turned to Chicago yesterday morning, cut 
short further testimony on the subject by 
adjourning at noon until 6 o’clock tonight. 
Dr. Nicholas Senn, who said he was too 
busy to appear at a day session, will be the 
sole witness at the evening hearing. 

The aljournment was taken at the end of 
a half hour’s executive session. The ex- 
planation advanced by members of the court 
was that the action was due to a desire to 
give Major Lee, counsel for General Miles, 
time in which to prepare any testimony he 
desired to present tomorrow, which will be 
a Miles day, 

Colonel Davis, recorder for the court, was 
asked if the course taken by that body did 
not imply its members were content to grant 
the truth of that part of the allegations of 
Genera! Miles relating to canned roast beef. 

Lou see what has been done,“ he an- 
swered, and should be able to draw your 
own inference. I am prevented by my posi- 
tion from expressing such an inference. 
The testimony this morning was not unlike 
other testimony which has been presented 
to the court.“ 

The witnesses to whose testimony he re- 
ferred were Colonel D. Jack Foster of the 
Sixth Illinois Volunteers, Captain E. J. Dim- 
mick of the First Illinois, and Dr. W. G. Wil- 
lard and Quartermaster O. O. Olson of the 
same regiment. “With the exception of Col- 
onel Foster, whose regiment received but 
one or two issues of either canned roast beef 
or refrigerated beef, there was unity among 
them in the condemnation of canned roast 
beef, and but little variety of experience. 


Curious as to Preservaline.”’ 

When the court first came to Chicago the 
recorder said cumulative testimony was not 
desired and that the time of the court could 
mot ke consumed in hearing it. To all ap- 
pearances the recess was a challenge to 
Major Lee to come forward with whatever 
evidence he possessed of the use by Chicago 
packers of a preservative upon their re- 
frigerated beef. Since Sergeant Mason of 
the First United States Cavalry appeared 
before the court at Fort Leavenworth on 
Sunday and testified that an agent of 
Armour & Co. informed him that 
„ preservaline was being used upon beef 
issued to the men of his command, then in 
camp at Lakeland, Fla., the court has been 
anxious to hear testimoney in corroboration 
or disproof of the trooper’s assertions. 


May Recall Arthur Meeker. 

In Chicago, manifestly, many important 
facts can be ascertained, but in the first 
place time is necessary for the issuance of 
new subpeenas. It is understood that one 
result of the day’s recess will be the service 
upon Arthur Meeker, manager for Armour 
& Co., of a summons to reappear in court and 
tell who was his Lakeland agent. When 
last before the court Mr. Meeker said that 
the Lakeland business, so far as he could 
recollect, was done by the Tampa agent of 
the firm, Mr. Edwards, If he comes a sec- 
ond time before the court he will be asked 


to ascertain, through the books of the firm, 


to whom the Lakeland consignments of 
beef were sent. Sergeant Mason testified 
that the beef was issued from the car, not 
by an army commissary, but by an agent 
of the firm, a condition making the tracing 
process easier. 

The cross-examination to which Mr. Mee- 
ker and any other representatives of pack- 
ing-house firms may be subjected Wednes- 
Gay by Major Lee, will not bear upon the 
proposition of a preservative process be- 
ing used in Chicago, but upon the chance 
that it may have been applied after the beef 
was beyond the reach of government m- 
spectors stationed in killing and tank 
rooms at the Stock-Yards. 

No motive, it will be hinted in the ques- 
tioning, coukd exist for running the chance 
of discovery in Chicago when ample oppor- 
tunities existed for the application of any 
preservative in every refrigerating house 
owned by the firm, whether at Tampa or any 


other distributing point. 
More on Canned Meat Possible. 


If Major Lee, in the twenty-four-hour in- 
terval, finds any person who can give tes- 
timony concerning canned roast beef dif- 
fering from that already presented he will 
not hesitate to ask that it be heard, how- 
ever strongly the court may feel that it 
understands the evil qualities of the article, 

“Tf I hear of a man who was made sick 
by eating canned roast beef or saw others 
made sick by it, he said in the afternoon 
„ am going to call him and have him tell 
thé court his experience. I think the idea 
of the court is to stop the presentation of 
any more duplicate evidence. I do not won- 
der, however, that the court from testimony 
already heard has come to the conclusion 
to condemn canned roast beef.“ 

W. Clark Marshali, the former packer, who 
has said he invented a preservative process 
and sold it later to a Chicago packer, wag 
on the stand when the court decided at noon 
to go into executive session. His examina- 
tion had not begun, however, and he’ was 
excused until tomorrow, when he will be 
allowed to testify. 7 


Dr. Murdoch Fails to Appear. 

Dr. Murdoch, who has claimed that 
he analyzed a can of roast beef and 
found traces of boric acid, had been sum- 
moned by Colonel Davis to appear at the 
morning session, but he did not answer the 
call. Major Lee had no knowledge of his 
whereabouts. An effort will be made to 
bring him before the court tomorrow. An- 
other witness for that day is expected to be 
Lieutenant Colonel O. M. Smith, formes 
purchasing commissary at Chicago, who 
may be recalled to testify more in detail 
concerning army contracts. . 

The examination of Dr. Senn tonight is 
expected to be searching. His position as 
head of the surgical staff of the Fifth Army 
Corps gives his utterances a stamp of au- 
thority lacking in the medical testimony 
thus far presented to the court since it came 
West. 

_ Day’s Proceedings in Detail. 

The first witness in the morning was 
Colonef D. Jack Foster of the Sixth Illinois 
Volunteers, who served in Siboney and Por- 
to Rico. Half of the regiment left Charles- 
ton on the Rita under Colonel Foster, and 
the meat rations to Siboney were mostly 
canned corned beef. 

Colonel Foster said occasionally a can of 
roast beef was found bad and but little com- 
plaint was heard.

On opening the can it would present an 
appearance of strips or ribbons of beef, 
rather fat. It was tasteless and unpalatable 
and tough. It was in the main sweet—that 
is, had not undergone decomposition—yet 
there were a good many cans which had to 
be thrown overboard.”’ 

What proportion of the sickness did you 
attribute to the use of canned roast beef?

„The sickness was due to a combination | 


of circumstances and surroundings,“ he re- 
plied, ‘‘ of which the condition of the canned 
meat was one.

When it was delivered prompt- 
ly I should judge it was good, wholesome 
meat. Otherwise it tainted quickly. I

Had you occasion to believe or suspect 
that it had been chemically treated? 

I had not.“ 

What was the ration on board ship on 
the way to Montauk?” 

Going back to Montauk we used canned 
roast beef, but it was unfit for a ration, in 
my opinion, at that time and before, and 
especially so for men in the condition of 
those troops coming back from Cuba.“ 

On cross-examination the witness said he 
saw the. Armour brand of canned roast 
beef, but there might have been others. 
He was then questioned by Major Lee, and 
made answers as follows: 

“In your judgment as a medical officer 
and from inspecting this roast beef, why 
did you use the term ‘so-called roast 
beef? 

Men Eating It Have Scurvy. 

„I believed from the appearance that it 
was not roast beef but bolled beef. I was 
also working among other regiments, and 
in one of them I found a man with a typical 
case of scurvy. There was an outcrop of 
scurvy among those men. The opinion pre- 
vailed throughout all regiments I had any- 
thing to do with that the canned roast beef 
was unpalatable and positively nauseating 
at times.“ 

“ State whether or not in your opinien the 
so-called ‘canned roast beef’ was a whole- 
some ration for the American soldier, or a 
fit or unfit ration to be used?” 

I do not believe it is a good ration under 
any circumstances, and consider it totally 
unfit in a tropical climate.” | 

Quartermaster Olson’s Testimony. 

The last witness was Oliver A. Olson, the 
Quartermaster and Acting Commissary ef 
the First Illinols Volunteers. Ke said com- 
plaints in regard to canned roast beef on the 
trip to Cuba were general, the chief one 
being that it was unpalatable. He con- 
tinued: 

IJ should say that not over 5 per cent of 
the canned meat was actually condemned as 
being tainted.” 

„ What was the condition of the refriger- 
ated beef When issued?” 

The beef was generally good. Not over 
25 per cent was rejected. I had no sus- 
picions of chemicals being used.“ 

% Prairie State Brand the Worst. 

On being asked by Major Lee, Do you re- 
call the Prairie State Packing company 
brand of canned beef?“ he said. 

“Yes, I do. I would state that I believe 
that the Prairie State roast beef was the 
worst of the three. We had quite a little of 
it, and I would put that a grade lower than 
the rest.“ 

An adjournment was then taken until 2 
o’clock. The court convened at that hour, 
only to adjourn 6 when 
the testimony 0 Nicholas Senn will be 
taken.

“The Harp of Many Chords,“ by Mary 
F. Nixon, is the felicitous title of a series of 
sketches of travel, through all of which 
sounds the undertone of a not unpleasant 
love story. We are introduced to the two 
principal characters, a young American girl 
just out of a convent and her maiden aunt, 
while they are trying to do Paris. An 
invitation from an acquaintance takes them 
to Ireland, where the young woman nearly 
breaks the heart of a young Englishman. 
From Ireland the two go to Norway, thence 
back to the continent. From Europe they 
go to Africa, where they have some sur- 
prising adventures, and the young woman 
for the first time loses her heart toa 
physician of the American navy. But he 
has just declared his love when he finds that 
a former wife, whom he had supposed ded, 
is alive in one of the Hawalian Islands. 

The closing chapters record the conversion 
of the young woman to Catholicism, and the 
conventional advice of a priest that she find 
her happiness in loving God. Everything 
ends surprisingly well—too well for real life. 
Indeed, for overcoming embarrassing situa- 
tions and getting a surprising amount of 
good out of evil, fortune out of misfortune, 


and happiness and all that out of the most 


forbidding and threatening events the au- 
thor has a real genius. Miss Nixon shows 
much ability in her pleasant way of impart- 
ing information of various countries and 
their peoples.

WHIPPING POST BILL SENT IN. 


John G. Shortall’s Measure Proposes 


from Twenty to Sixty Lashes for 
Various Offenses. 


Twenty lashes for wife beating, thirty for 
attempts at murder, assault, or robbery, 
and fifty for the committing of robbery, 
burglary, or assault, well laid on with the 
cat o' nine tails, in addition to the punish- 
ment prescribed by the present statutes, 
are the maximum penalties provided by the 
bill for whipping, which was recenty con- 
pleted by John G. Shortall and introduced 
into the Illinois Legislature yesterday by 
Representative John R. Newcomer. 
The bill provides that this corporal punish- 
ment shall be well laid on by the instru- 
ment known as the cat o' nine tails,’ by 
the Sheriff of the county, upon the bare back 
of the person convicted; that the punishment 
Shall nut be public, but shall be administered 
in the ‘presence only of the officers of the 
trial court and of one or more physicians. 
It is provided that whenever a person shall 
be convicted at the same term of court on 
several indictments for crimes punishable 
by whipping, thé court shall. so graduate 
the sentences of the convict that he shall not 
De given more than sixty lashes under all 
of the sentences. 
By the operation of the proposed law, as 
described by Mr. Shortall, a street vaga- 
bond caught in the act of some misdemeanor, 
rascality, or crime can be hurried away by 
the officer of the law to some magistrate, 
who thereupon can cause a certain number 
of lashes to be administered upon the bare 
back of the offender. The Deputy Sheriff 
may immediately carry out this sentence, 
and the offender be returned to cour for 
the rest of his penalty. The entire time con- 
sumed in the meting out of justice need not 
occupy more than an hour, and in the case 
of juvenile offenders there is no consorting 
with older criminals, but the boy is puntshed 
at once by a method which Mr. Shortall 
claims would be effective. 7 : 
The author of the bill states that the IIli- 
nois Humane society, of which ‘he is the 
President, has no connection with the bill. 
The proposition to make whipping a legal 
punishment was first made by Mr. Shertall 
before representatives of charitable or- 
vanizations at a meeting in November.

RECEPTION FOR THE EIGHTH. 


Colored Soldiers Are Eulogized by 
Speakers at the First Regiment 
_ Armory Entertainment. 


A large reception was given at the First 
Regiment Armory lasf night to the officers 
and men of the Ejghth Illinois Volunteers 
in token of their sérvices in Cuba. Colonel 
Henry L. Turner and Patrick H. O’Donnell 
were the principa! speakers, although ad- 
dresses were made by A. H. Roberts, Major 
F. A. Dennison, and the Rev. J. F. Thomas. 
Colonel Marshall, commanding the Eighth, 
was given many cheers, and was accorded 
other marks of distinction as the first negro 
to bear a Colonel’s commission in the army. 

Colonel Turner said the Eighth Regiment 
had earned the thanks of the whole people 
in discovering to the American nation a new 
line of national defense, and as an old aboli- 
tionist he welcomed it home again. Mr. 
O'Donnell said tfrat there was need for 
abolitionists today, for so long as one door 
was closed to a negro on account of his race 
he was not wholly free. He said that in all 
the epochs in American history the colored 
man had done his share. The first man to 
die for liberty on the Western hemisphere 
was Crispus Attucks, a negro, and the last 
to die for it was John Coombs, a negro mem- 
ber of the Eighth, who died at Santiago. 

Mme. Hobbs sang a song entitled“ The 
Eighth Illinois Volunteer Infantry,” the 
words of which were composed by the Rev. 
R. C. Ransom. Following the program of 
music and speechmaking a dance was given, 
in which all of the colored soldiers took part. 

Captain Wainwright, in charge of the mus- 
tering out of the Eighth, said he expected 
the men would be released from service be- 
tween April 1 and 3. He was engaged all 
day with a large corps of clerks on the mus- 
ter rolls, looking up every case of sickness 
in the regiment during its term of service to 
determine if it were contracted in the ceurse 


of duty. 


SAY THEY HAVE ROSIE FISHBAIN. 


Chicago Police Arrest a Woman Be- 
lieved to Be a Member of a Noted 


Shoplifting Gang. 


A-woman who said her name was Rosie 
Fish was arrested in a State street store 
yesterday, having in a pocket under her 
skirt $60 worth of silk said to have been 
stolen. At the Central Police Station De- 
tective John Hanley identified her as Rosie 
Fishbain, at one time a member of a gang 
of shoplifters, which, he said,-stole thou- 
sands of dollars worth of goods in the big 
cities of the country before the members 
of the gang came to grief in Boston, Mass., 
in 1894. At that time Mrs. Fishbain and her 
husband fled to London, England, and only 
recently returned to this country. 

Among the members of the gang arrested 
in Boston and sent to the penitentiary were 
Joseph Goldstein, Rosie Cohen, altas Water- 
man; Annie Levy, allas Sarah Lewis; 
Cadalia Berkowitz, and Jacob Wels. 

It is not known whether Mrs. Fishbain is 
wanted in Boston, but the authorities at 
the Hub will be communicated with.

There is something in their lot that is re- 
called by the sudden and intense obscurity 
into which the wife and the‘ unmarried 


daughter of President Faure have deen 


plunged from the moment of his death. 
Although no provision is made in the of- 
ficial table of precedence of the French 
republic for the wife or for the daughters of 
the Chief Magistrate, yet it is inevitable that 
the wife in particular should.throughout her 
husband’s term of office occupy the position 
of first lady in the land. a 
Thus when the Czar and Czarina visited 
Paris it was Mme. Faure who did the hon- 
ors of the Elysée, and to whom the Emper- 
or offered his arm at the state performances 


functions. 

Mme. Faure presided at all state banquets 
given at the Elysée, had an offiger in uniform 
specially attached to her service, and was 
visited by every royal and imperial person- 
age passing through Paris who exchanged 
calls with her husband. 

Yet from the moment of his death, aye, 
long before his funeral, she was relegated 
to the background. 

In ordinary life when the head of a family 
is laid to his rest, it is the widow who be- 
comes the central figure at the obsequtes, 
and the object of all sympathy. But at the 
funeral of President Faure there was no 
place for Mme. Faure or fer her daughter. 

Indeed, from the moment that President 
Loubet paid his call of condolence to her 
immediately after his election she seemed 
to pass entireiy out of sight and of exist- 
ence. No one either saw or probably even 
thought of her during the lying in state, and 
she was equally forgotten at the state fu- 
neral. 

The special envoys sent by foreign courts 
to represent their sovereign at her hus- 
band’s. funeral did not even call upon her. 
Indeed, she has in the most startlingly sud- 
den manner been hurled, so to speak, from 
the position of first lady in the land alrhost 
to the lowest. 


For poor Mme. Faure, through no fault Pf

her own, cannot even take her place among 
that French bourgeoisie which looks upon 
respectability of parentage as superior to 
every other consideration. As every one 
knows, her father was a convicted felon, 
a fact which the Parisian press was never 
tired of hurling at her husband’s head 
throughout his Presidency. 
->- 
There is something almost pathetic in the 


‘contrast which exists between the arrival of 


the first ladies of the land at the Elysée and 
their departure. Each of them has entered 
the portals of the Executive Mansion with 
pride and pleasure, making but little attempt 
to conceal the truly feminine delight which 
she felt in occupying a position filled before 
her by so many celebrated and beautiful 
women, from Mary Stuart to Empress 
Eugenie. | 

And each of them-has left the palace utter- 
ly crushed, broken-spirited, and disappoint- 
ed, in most cases under the cover of dusk, 
dreading publicity, and conveying the im- 
pression of stealing away Uke some dis- 
graced servant. | 

Mme. Thiers was perhaps the one who 
took things most philosophicaliy, and who 
carried her head the highest on her hus- 
band’s return to private life. But then she 
was a strong-tempered woman, and indigna- 
tion at what she considered the nation’s in- 
gratitude towards her husband mastered 
every other sentiment. 

Mme. MacMahon left the Elysée with the 
knowedge that half the private fortune of 
the Marshal had been squandered in en- 
deavoring to maintain in a befitting man- 
ner the dignity of the Presidency, and that, 
far from any one appreciating this gener- 
osity, the gallant old soldier had, on the 
contrary, lost as President a goodly part of 


the fame, prestige, and popularity which 


he had won on the field of battle. 

Poor old Mme. Grevy, who, having been 
elevated by her husband from the kitchen 
to the salon, regarded him as the ideal of 
everything that was perfect, good, and noble, 
departed from the Elysée literally over- 
whelmed by the hurricane of obliquy and 
disgrace that the questionable doings of her 
son-in-law, Daniel Wilson, had brought 
down upon the head of old Grevy. And cer- 
tainly for a man who throughout a long pub- 
lic Ute had always enjoyed so unrivaled a 
reputation for justness and probity as Presi- 
dent Grevy the circumstances attending his 
compulsory withdrawal into private life 
were pitiful, and quite naturally incompre- 
hensible to simple-minded old Mme. Grevy. 

Still more sad was the departure from the 
Elysée of Mme. Carnot, who was saved 
from sharing the chagrin of her predecessor 
as first lady in the land by the grief caused 
by the tragedy which robbed her of a fond 
husband, and France of the most blame- 
less Chief Magistrate in the history of any of 
the three republics. 1 

Only a few months later Mme. Castmir- 
Ferier quitted the Presidential palace brok- 
en-spirited, like the other mistresses of the 
Elysée, her domestic happiness disturbed, 
and with the knowledge that - her husband 
had covered himself, not with fame, but 
with discredit, and that he was looked upon 
both at home and abroad in the light ofa 
General who had abandoned his post in a 
time of danger. 

And now Mme. Fie:re has left the Elysée 
still more unhappy than any of those above 
mentioned. For, in addition to her sorrow, 
and likewise to her natural feelings of dis- 
appointment at the loss of the prestige by

PLEA FOR UNIFIED GOVERNMENT 


Civic Federation Issues a Circular In- 
dorsing the Consolidation of 
City and County. 


The civic federation has issued a circular 
giving the reasons why, in the opinion of its 
members, tliere should be a consolidation of 
the city and county governments. The man- 
ner by which this is hoped to be accom- 
plished is also detailed. 

The spectacle of sixteen different taxing 
bodics within one municipality, as now ex- 
ists in Chicago, is styled “* grotesque.’’ Were 
city and county consolidated, says the re- 
port, it would mean there would be no 
county officers other than Judges. And of- 
fices which are duplicated could be united. It 
would not cost $28,000 to distribute $110.000 
in charity, while it is estimated, by abolish- 
ing the township governments, $375,000 
could be saved to the taxpayers. The fed- 
eration also advocates the substitution of 
municipal courts for the present justice 
shops.“ 

The manner in which these changes must 
be effected is by an amendment to the State 
constitution, and with this end in view the 
federation has prepared the following 
amendments which it asks the Legislature 
to submit to a vote of the people:

The quantity of wheat on 
passage increased 920,000 bu, but there was 
a decrease in the English visible of 180,000 
bu, against a large increase a year ago. 
The Liverpool stock showed a decrease of 
248,000 bu for the week. The world ship- 
ments were rather larger than expected, at 
7,834,000 bu, against 7,668,000 bu the pre- 
vious, and 6,658,000 bu the same week last 
year. The visible supply increase was small 
at 193,000 bu. The trade was looking for a 
small increase. Clearances were light at 
249,000 bu. Primary receipts were only a 
little over those of the same day last year. 
Northwestern receipts were heavy, but the 
excess there was offset by the light move- 
ment at Chicago. Minneapolis and Duluth 
had 630 cars, against 557 a week ago, and 
473 a year ago. Local receipts for the same 
three days were 41 cars, 78 cars, and 300 
cars respectively. Minneapolis reported 
sales of 175,000 bris of flour on Saturday,and 
a good milling demand for wheat. The local 
people agreed that the cash demand here 
showed improvement. . 


Plenty of Crop Damage. 

There were a great many crop damage 
reports, but there is a feeling that it is too 
early for opinions to be of much value ex- 
cept from Oklahoma, Tennessee, and south- 
ern Kansas. Liverpool was up 4d to %d 
on futures at the close; Paris was unchanged 
to 10 centimes higher; and Antwerp was un- 
changed. The fairly good buying of July 
wheat was taken as refiectipg a belief in 
the damage reports. The May range was 
from 67%c early to 68c, and back.

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Serious Passenger War in the North 


west in Prospect — Meeting Ac- 
complishes Nothing. 


Passenger affairs in the West and North- 
west are fn a critical condition, with little 
hope of averting a general rate war. 
ters were in bad shape before the Great 
Northern gave a black eye to the rates to 
north Pacific coast points. Since then the 
$25 colonist rate has been met by the West- 
ern lines via the Missouri River, and the 
Great Northern has followed with half 
rates from St. Paul to all points on its lines. 

The General Passenger Agents interested 
held a meeting in this city yesterday to de- 
cide on some action. All the lines except 
the Great Northern were represented. The 
Canadian lines appear to be as anxious as 
the American lines to prevent a genera! 
As the Great Northern 
was unrepresented and nothing had been 
heard from its officials it was decided to ap- 
point a committee to confer with them. 
General Passenger Agent Eustis, Passen- 
ger Traffic Manager 
Passenger Agent Callaway, 
Passenger Agent Fee were appointed. 

General Passenger Agent Whitney of the 
Great Northern is to be asked to meet with 
the committee in this city on Wednesday, 
and if he cannot come the committee is to 
meet him in St. Paul on Thursday. 
little prospect of coming to an understand- 
President James J. Hill did not com- 
mence the fight because he had a grievance 
against any competing road, but because he 
thinks special efforts should be made to 
bring colonists. to the Northwest. 
that he can accomplish this only by making 
exceptionally low rates and by lending set- 
tlers a helping hand in acquiring and culti- 
vating land. When Mr. Hill has once made 
up his mind it is not easy to change his posi- 
tion, and the indications are that he will 
carry out his purpose regardless of what the 
consequences may be. . 

Export and through shipments of flour, 
grain, and provisions from Chicago to the 
Atlantic last week were 141,683 tons, against 
131,350 tons the week previous, and 168,443 
The east-bound roads are 
doing now a more prosperous business than 
for years. While export shipments of last 
week were exceeded by those of the corre- 
sponding week 
tions at that time were not so favorable, nor 
did the roads earn as much money. The 
heavy shipments were due to the forward- 
ing of millions of bushels of Leiter grain. 
Most of that grain did not pay more than 
eight cents, while none is shipped now for 
less than 13% cents. 

The heavy shipments being made now, on 
the eve of the opening of navigation, indi- 
cates that shippers do not expect the lake 
lines to make much fower rates than are 
now being charged by the railroads. 

Through flour shipments last week were 
21,504 tons, against 28,182 tons last year; 
grain, 104,366 tons, against 119,979 tons; 
provisions, 15,813 tons, against 15,282 tons; 
total, 141,683 tons. The percentages carried 
by the various roads were: Baltimore and 
Ohio, 9.9; Big Four, 7; Chicago and Erie, 
9.1: Grand Trunk, 12.9; Michigan Central, 
12.8; Lake Shore, 10.8; Nickel Plate, 13.4:

‘3 Operations Before Santiago Made Un- 
der Shafter’s Orders—Approval of 
ea Other Officers—No Needless Sacrifice 
at Guasimes—Story of Ambuscade

Ing—- Miles Indorses His Course.

= cavalry division which he commanded. 

* General Wheeler begins with the declara- 
a tion that some statements were made before 
q the war investigating commission regarding 
the battle of La Guasimas which do great 
injustice to that part of the army which 
fought that battle. Steven Bonsal states 
that General Wheeler was guilty of dis- 
obedience of orders. General Wheeler says 
that to remain silent and neglect to refute 
the untruthful charges made by Bonsal 
would be disloyal to the soldiers and to the 
country, He notes that it is with the ap- 
proval of Major General Miles, the Com- 
manding General, that he makes the ex- 
planation now submitted. 


Shafter's Anxiety for Haste. 

He quotes various orders to show Shafter’s 
anxiety to get Wheeler rapidly forward in 
order to reach Lawton, whom he found on 
the road just before reaching Siboney. 

Wheeler tells of the reconnoisance he made 
personally and of a consultation that night 
with General Young and Colonel Wood. He 
sats the Cubans predicted that the Span- 
jards would leave Siboney and Santiago that, 
night. When the advance began next day 

, (tHe regular troops and artillery were or- 

' dered upon the main Siboney and Santiagg 
road, while the Rough Riders and some of 
the other cavalry organizations were, on 
the recommendation of General Castillo, 
sent by the less frequented and most dif- 
cult road.“ 

The Spaniards were found in the same 
position the next morning, about three miles 
from Siboney, and General Wheeler gives 
m description of the action that followed. 
He says that the dynamite gun upon which 
great reliance was placed, failed to reach 
him, and it was for a time doubtful whether 
the men in front of him were Spaniards or, 
Cubans. In an hour the fight was won. but, 

_ tthe enemy’s retreat being precipitate, his 
men being exhausted, and all being on foot, 
pursuit was impossible. 

He quotes Shafter’s testimony before the 
commission to the effect that the fight had, 
good results; that it taught the Spaniards 

that they had different men from the Cu- 
bans to fight. Wheeler submits that this 
shows beyond controversy that what he did 
Was strictly in accordance with General 
Snafter's orders. Says General Wheeler: 

“The victory was due entirely to the 
. Chivalric courage of the 964 brave American 
Soldiers who fought the battle. 


Story of Ambuscade Denied. 

The statement that they were ambushed 
fs absolutely untrue. The statement that 
they were aided in any way, shape, or form 
by any other troops is also untrue. The 
nearest American troops were about four 
miles off when the fight commenced; and 
the victory had been won and the enemy 
had been in precipitate retreat fully two 
hours before they reached the fleld.“ 

General Wheeler proceeds to point out the 
difficult position of the troops at the end 
of the battle. They were drenched with 
rain, hungry, and tired. He claims the vic- 
tory was due to the cavalry division entire- 
ly-and quotes the Spanish reports to show 
that the Spaniards believed the American 
force which whipped them and drove then. 
from the field was ten times as large as it 
actually was. 

He refers to a statement by Bonsal that 
Lawton had declared that every man who 
had fallen in the Guasimas fight had been 
needlessly sacrificed, and he says: It is 
my duty to say that this statement is ab- 
solutely untrue.“ 

He tells how General Lawton, after the 
fight, cOngratulated him and points out 
how unsoldierly it would have been for Law- 
ton to have criticised his senior officer. 

Touching General Miles’ statement before 
the war commission, where that officer said 
Lawton had told him that there was a 
scheme on foot to leave him (Lawton) in the 
lurch and have a fight, General Wheeler 
points out that General Miles was careful to 

Bay that he only repeated what Lawton told 


Taking up the charge that Wheeler had 
been relieved of command on the night of 
the 30th and had no command during the 
battle on the following day, General Wheeler 
says all these statements are absolutely 
false. On the next day he rode to the front 
and exercised command. He tells of the 
various orders he gave to Sumner and his 
reports to Shafter of what he was doing, 
which supports his contention. He tells of 
the weakness of the lihe at San Juan, and 
says that many officers insisted that the 

ridge could not be held, and he learned the 

tame statements had been made to Shafter. 
Says Wheeler: 

“I did everything in my power to dis- 
| courage this feeling and told those who 
dame to me that the enemy had fled from 
us at La Guasimas, and that we had driven 

them from their fortifications on San Juan 
ridge; that they would expect us to take 
Santiago the next day; that there was no 
possible danger of their making an attack 
upon us that night, and that if they did we 
could hold the ridge.
